THE PEACE CONGRESS.
Singular ilesclution Propoked by a Lady.
Fyom the London Dally News, Sept, 17,

It appears not to have been true, as reporied
by telegraph both to Paris anl London, that the
Peace Congress of Geneva was broken up by any
act of violence, There were great dissensions
between the Swies and French members, and
ibe whole thing turned out & muddle, but the
room was not “'cleared.” According to the let-
ters of pumerous French correspondents, the
greatest success of the Congress (nol exceplin
the speech of M. Bimon, of Treves) was obtaiue
by & ludy, Madame Stayr, whose literary name
is Fanpy Lewald.

TRAGEDY IN BOSTON.

Attempted Murder and Snulolde in =a
House of Ill-Fame.

BosToN, Sept, 20,—A horribls tragedy oconrrad
In ahouse of ill-fame In this elt{ towards
980 o'clock to-nlght., A man from 'fiuclnnal.l.
who glves the name of Balboeook, proceoded to
the premises occupled by Frank Howard, at
No. 8 Aldan street, and attompted to muarder a
female lnmate of Lhe premises, with whom he
geems to have been previously acquainted.
Babeock drew a revolver and fired three shots
at the woman, Altnoongh in e¢lose proximity o
his Intended wictim, she escuped unsoathed.
Babeock then turned the weapon upon himsalf,
and shot himself through the right cheek. Pro-
ducing & knife, he nextstabbed himself three
times in the left breast, and fell fainiing to the
floor. The wounded man was removed 1O the
Massachusgeits Hospltal, where he was properly
eared for, His condition 18 looked upon as
most eritieal, It has been ngoerialned that he
wrote two lelters, one to hiy mother and the
olher toa person upkunown, before sesking to
commit the erime.

Bank Troubles in Providence Heported,
From the Providence (R. 1.) Hevald, Sept, 25,

There were a1l manner of stories in circulation
yesterday in finuncial circles, with regurd to
some trapsactions which have recently been
made by the cashier of the Atlas Bank of this
city. We bave made very carciul and diligent
inquiry with regard to the matter, but a re-
ticence on the part of those bestqualified to

ive the facts renders it impossible to give full
Eelaila with reeard to the frunsactions. As
nearly a8 we have been able to ascertain,
bowever, the fucts are sabstantinlly these:;—
For several months Emt the cashier has pri-
vately cashed the checks of a cortain party
in this citg. using the funds of the bank for the

urpore, but making no record of the proceed.-
ng npon the books of the institution. Some of
the sums thus appropriated were repald by the
man to whom they weregiven, but it is belleved
there Is & deficit of geveral thousand dollars—
report aa{a | about fforty thousand, but we
hardly think the amount is so great, The
cushier was under s bond of fifteen thousand
dollais, He has glso comsiderable propurl.r of
his own, which is now held wbile investigations
are belng made. Nathan J. Bmith, BEsq., has
been appointed cashier in place of Lhe sus-
pected officlal, and a eareful examination of the
whole affuir 18 now being made, It may be
roper to state that the bank was about wind-
l’ug up its nocounts, and thata fand had boen
allowed to sccumulate with that object In view,

It 1s worthy of mote that peither the Presi-
dent nor any of his organsor friends have taken

to notlee the effect of thelr publieation, Both
conrervalives and raddlcals have selzod upon
the letter, and converted 1t into politioal capi-
tal.

Sovernmen!: some hope that the eonniry will
be sived from another disastrous oivil war by
the display of a little timely plock and firm-
ness. The radicals, on the olber hand, anhoeed-
ing the lessons of the late elections, and blind
to the unmistakable reaction In the pablle
sentiment, point to the avowoed purpose of the
Presldent to sel. Congress at defiance, and ralse
anew howl for lmpeachment, kuspension, re-

Even the Intro-
duction of & resolution ot suspension, and the
attemnpt to pass it, would be regarded by the
President as & casus belld, It1s sald that the
Prestdent would not even allow such a resolu-
tion to pass, e would regard Iis presentation
a8 u reveolutionary act, and wounld lmmediately
issne & prociamation, mpreuntluﬁ that an
altempl was nboul o be madeto depose him
unlawfuvlly. He would adjourn the two Houses
and ¢!l upon the army and navy 1o suport
bhim. Would the army respond? It Is hard
to tell, Grant, pestered and barassed on
all sides, keeps his own connsel. He says
nothing, and yet each slde clalms him as an
ally. The conservatives proclalm he has always
inciined towards them, while the radleals, on
the other hand, point to hiscourse in reintion to
Bherldan, Sickfﬁa. and Sianton, and his corre-
spondence with the President thereon, and
infer that therefore he 18 with them, 1 am io-
elined 1o think that the reticence of Lthe Gene-
ral-in-Chief 18 not owing altogether to a desire
1o concenl hig real gentiments but simply to the
fact that he Intends to gulde himself by olr-
cumstanoes. Bhould the Presldent prorogue
Copgress before the passage ol a resciution of
sospension, Grant will then probably, as a sols
dier, teel Limself bound Lo obey the orders of
Mr, Johnson, But shonld Con succead In
uuln[‘)l resolution of suspension and eleot

‘ade Presldent ad érderim, then Grant will
look to Wade for directions, and become the
pervant of Congraes,

In the meantime both the President and
(irant are the two coolest men in the country.
Though in the avent of & confliot they will have
the most difficult and perilous parts to play in
the great natlonal drama, they seem perfeotly
al ease, and show no slgn of belng unduly ex-
oited. The Presldent recelves his visitors at the
White House dally in hls guiet, affable, smiling
waly. and talces his regular afternoon drive with
Colonel Moore, his private secretary, or with
his little grandehildren, Hissmiling face may
boseen any daay, batween 5 and 4 P. M., on the
road out Fourtesnlh street, which Is his regular
drive. Grant, too, Is Lo be ssen on Lthe same
rond every afiernoon, drowning state cares in
the excltement of horse,

Though I have thus given you myown views
on the Impeachment subject, 1L I8 proper Lo
slato that the radicals profess to be In earnest,
and deny that the Presidentinl complieations
are st all conpected with thelr sotion.

Where thege is s godless
household there is the land of Oanaan. When a
man gets a good wile he wants nothing more in
iife, Murriage is a thing vot Lo be rushed into,
but eautiously, rellzionsly, and disereelly per-
formed. The religious ldea was conveyed as all
that was rich and good in the inmily, and we
baye got to hold on to it by our hearts as well
as by our heads, Some people get married oul
ol & huundll;z passion, but he never saw one
that was giad, The men who do so have a
wretched time of 1t, but what kind of a time
must the women have?! Men like to spite (il‘st::ih

passion of spite also enters inlo the houschold,
and eyen janto political parties, Its the
law of human nature, not the law of politics,
Acting imprudently and enviously for tne pur-
pose of spiting a ueighbor is only another way
men have for spiting themselves, The speaker
here made another relerence to the Iife of
Jacob, who, he said, lay upon & single stone,
which, according to our i1deas, must have been
uncomfortable, But the man who can do this is
better than he who has all the luxuries. The
robins spond Httie of their life In preparing the
couch or thelr tood. He had watched them in
his lawn, and & peck and a wipe of the bill put
an end {o their labors after breakfast. The
speaker would rather sleep aud dream ns
Jacob did on  the stone, than sleep
and dresm a8 some men do on beds
of down. Mon who dream cannot sleep soundly,
It is one part sleepingy and anocher part
awake. Itisa prool ot some physical imperfec-
tion of the bodﬁ A drunken man once dreamed
be went to bell, and what he supposed he saw
thiere had such an effect on him that he forsook
his cups and becume a Christian, This occurred
in Massachusetie, Dreams, therefore, some-
times do some good, but very rarely. Beiter
have o gettled mind and no dreams atall. The
speaker agrid read that Jacocb waked out of his
eleep and poured oil on the stone and named the
place Bethel, sayivg thal thencelorith it should
be God’s house, us far the history. Now
he would show them how to draw some
profitable lessons from i, He then re-
turnad to the question ot marriage, point.
ing out the great dangers arising out
of 1l-chosen marriages. Marriagzes should be
founded upon qualities that will last, rather
thao upon the mere ties of affection, When a
man founds o hansehnld, it snght to be done
upon morhl grounds, He that =o selects will
make a household a blessing, though some
people may be very prominent in ehurch mat-
tere, and yet not very well adspted for a good
husband or & good wife, When the foundation
is properly lald in the household alfection, ad-
miration and even interest will follow. If there
be any disposed to take the daugbters of OUa-
naan, be would tell them to go back to the
bousehold of their fathers, for it lspot wise lo mix
religion, He that marries a woman tirst, and
thinks he cun change ber religion afterwards,
knows little of human pature, Many who haug
their ambition vpon those above them lhinking
that they will draw themaelves up thereby, often
find themselves mistaken. He wouald recom-
mend all theraefore, to go back to the land of
theiwr inthers, 1o take pariners for life from
among their ueighbors, and always of the same
denomination.

Mr, Beechier then proceeded to give a hittle
proctical advice to his hearers, saying vhat it
matters little how we spend our early life il st
last we turn to God, Nobody so nch us he who
fs oblieed to luy his head upon God as & pillow,
He thut s¢lls his manhood buys & mess of pot-
tage. Let all, therefore, lay their heads upon
the stone and beg of God t0 bear them ely
through.

The speaker next reminded some of his
besrers of the promlses which they had mude
to God, some when they were in a foreign clime
suffering rom fever, and others while they were
lyivg on the osttlesficld, He would ask
whether tho promises thus made bhad ever been
fultilled. If pot, he would ask the young people
in bis charge to read when they went home the
eighth chapter of Genesls, and ponder over it.
Could nuz men do betler than this? The
speaker then gave a little of his own experl
ence when in Brgland, and closed his most re-
markable discourse with an earnest prayar, The
church was crowded, aod the sermon listened
to with sttention, though during the delivery
of that portion of it which referred to murringe,
there wae 8 suppressed tivtering among the
